be involeed, if subject to ad valorem duty, at ita
gotual yalue af the time and place when and
where the sume was manufactured; and It is
alleged that the chempagne ¢ elzed wax invoiced
muc!.‘h below that velue by the manutacturer st
Rhelms, France; that the necessary declaration
boing made, and the Consular certificate of
walue obtalned, it was imported snd entered at
the Custom House in San Francisco upon such
false mvotce. The property is claimed by Ea-
gene Clicquot, a familiar name on the wine st

Upon the trial in the Distriot Court of Califor-
nia & decree of condemumiion was entered,
from which appesl was taken to the Circust
where the judy ment below was aflirmed. Appcai
was then taken to this Court, where it was
argued upon exceptions taken to the ruling
beiow by olaimants, they claiming that in order
to justity condemnation It must be shown that
the involce was knowingly made below the
market value at Khelme; that there was vo loosl
murket for coampagne at that place, sod that
it had been thereture invoiced st the cost of
manufacture, honestly and in good falth, and
without intention to detraud the Government,
Under such circamstances the involee was
properly made, and there could be no falr pre-
sumption that it wes otherwise,

The Government takes the ground that the
ples of the claimants is & mere evasion; that the
champigne should have been invoiced at dhe
prico charged the purchaser; that the purchase
was ot Rheims, and as & conseguence thers was
o market there sufliclent to determine the value
of the wines; that its value wus tne price paid
by the importer at Rheims,

Priz« —The Bermuda Case—Actnnl Destl.
nation and Enemy Control as Deter-
mining the Character of n Voynge—
Biookade,

The Unifed Stales va, The Steamship Bermuda,
her Olavmand ond a portion of her Cargo,—In
this case Edwin Haight, a British sublect, was
cinimant of the steamship, and Fraser, Tren-
bolm & Co., of Liverpool, were among the
clalinants ot the eargo, The Bermuda, :;Th.-g:-d
to be & Bricish owned and regisiered steamer,
unsrmed, on & voyage from Bermuda to Nassau,
on the 27th of April, 1662, was captured by the
United States stepmer Mercedifa, while eruising
in the vicinity of Abaco,

When captured she was close on the eastern
coust of Great Abaco Ieland, an English colony,
and within sight of land, aud the range of the
Abaco hight, about four and a-quarter miles from
shore. She was fiying the British flag at the
time of her capture, and her colors were not
hauled down, a8 alleged, until she fwas taken
twenty or thirty miles turther out to sea. She
was taken to the port of Philadelphis, and there
libeled and subsequently condemned, a8 to the
ghip and thst portion of her cargo consisiing ot
munitions of war,

Upon the trial it was shown that at the time of
the capture her master destroyed s portion of
the ship's papers. In entering this decree the
Court gald “‘that the destination, immediate or
ultumate, of the veseel's cargo, was a hostile
port, whether it was to bave been transported to
such port from Nastau, in the Bermuda, or by
trausehipment or landing and reshipment, might
Luve been uvetermined by orders receivable
there, or by orders which were among the papes
destroyed at the time of the capture; or, in the
absence of instructions, may have been discre-
tiondry with her navigator; that she was, at
the time of caprure, navigated under in-
stractions received at Bermuda from resi-
dents of the hostile port of destination, and that
they or their sgents had control and regulation
of her ulterior movements, is unguestionable,
This renders the immediate destination of such
Pm" ol the cargo as consist of munitions ol war
ess important than it otherwise might have
been, Judgment as to these articles may be Fro-
nounced independently of any question of their
hostle ownership.  Even il lhe immediate des-
tination was not absolutely hostile, it was eon-
trollea by hostile persons, whose purpose clearly
was that it should reach 8 hostile port,”

From the decree of condemnation appeal was
taken to thie Court, no decree yet having been
mude in respect to the balsnce of the cargo—
that portion not contraband of war,

”jThe claimants insist in support of their appeal
at—

1, The Bermuda was not liable to capture, if
at the time she was on & voyage from the port of
Bermuda, & reutral port, to Nassau, another
neutral port, and was & British vessel, owned by
8 British subject. In order to render her so lin-
ble, under these cirenmstances, she must have
been aotually on a voyage to Charleston or some
other blockaded port of the Southern Slates,
with an intent to run the blockade.

2. There can be no legal blockade by a bellige-
rent of any other than a hostile port, There
can be none of & neuiral port, und the Barmuda
wina, therefore, al pertect liberty to navigate to
and |ro from the Hritish West India Islands, so
far as the blockade was concerned, unless sne
was sotually on & voyage to s blockaded port of
GUT COURLTY.

8. There cun be no Proper legal assertion of a
continued voysge, of which Nassau was but
an intermediate port, unless the evidence shows
that the Bermuda was on her way to a block-
aded port via Nussau,

4. That from a legal construction of all the
evidenee in the cause, the voyage of the Bermuda
was not Intended to violate any blockade,

5. Britisn merchants, n3 neutrals in our lute
war, Lad a perfect r‘q.;{u to trade, even in mih-
tary stores, between their own ports, and to sell
al one of them, even to an enemy of the United
States, goods of all sorts, although with o know-
ledge that the purchuser boughs them with a
view of employing them alterwards out of the
pneutral teritery 1n & war against us, A neutral
may sell in his own territory to_either bellice-
rent, munitions of war, the only exception, so
ter as England and America are concerped,
belng a prohibition against fitting out vessels of
war, or warlike expeditions in the neutrul coun-
try sgmnpsc one of the beiligerents,

8. The question of contruoand of war cannot
#rise with respect to any portion of the Ber
muda's cargo, unless she was on & voynge to s
blockaded port. If it was the intention fo store
the Bermwmda's cargo at Nassau, and that the
voynge of the Bermuds ahonld terminate at that
place, except as regarded her return to England,
uo guestion of contraband can arise in the cause,

7. The control of the Charleston trm over the
voynge did pot clothe thom with any ~woership,
even in a prize court. Thelr control must be
treated #8 contined to s direction of the ship
within the limils of her preseribed voyage, and
if that voyege did not ipelude a trip to any

blockaded part, or to any port of the enemlas of

the Unlted Btates, it cannot atfect injuriously the
neutral owners,

f. Any sale under power of attorney to Mr.
Hauight, s claimunt, not accompanied with an
interest, must have peen for the use of the prin-
cipal, and all monevs received under It must be
the fundsol the prineipal,

9. Bpollndon ol vapers s oause of condemna-
tion only a8 agamst the party commitling It if
interestéd 1o the vessel or cargo, and oannot
aflect the rights of the parties not committing it,
nor interested in the act, where elther circam-
stance s clear, )

10, There is no proof of spoliation bhelng
suthorized by Mr. Haight, or that v conduced

to his benefit as owner of the ship, nor Is there
any evidence of the spolintion of *uy documents
proreﬂv vonstdored as pro ctlr;.

11. The capture was unjustifinble, beoands it
was made within a space embraced by a line
drawn due south from the nearest hoadland on
the Islund of Abaco, above the place of capture:
because it was made, not on the open sea tin
waters conatifuting chaunels between lalands
belonging to Great Britain, a neuiral power, and
beoavse 1t was made re aolual search, and
under ageneral anthority to selze certain vessels
wherever found.

12. The claimsant, Mr, Haight, na a subject of
neutral power, has a right to rely in the present
case upon the violauon of the neutral rights of
his own Government, even although that Gov-
ernment may have delayed or postponed the ns
sertion of those rights, Ho may seek redress in
our prize courts, and 1 he fails o obtain it there,
although entitled to it, his own Government
muy, st 6 future day, bhersoll olaim the redress,
It is claimant’s duty, in the first instance, to seek
redross in onr !:rlzc enuria,

18. A subject of a foreign and ncutral power,
whoee property I8 captured, has a perieot right,
in the courts of the cuptor, to claim the restitu.
tion of his property on grounds of territorial lm.
munity, without avy intervention on the part
ol his Government. He may olnim the interven-
tion of hia Government, which may withhold
or afford it at its own diseretion, withoat affeot.
ing the legal validity of the judicial elaim. The
owner may on this gronnd svail himselt of the
immunity giveu by the place ot capture, within
fmmlwl.ut Absco, and within the narrow seas ol
be Providence chaunel,

The United States submit that the decree was
sorrect on the lollowing groande:—

1. That the vessel was, when oaptured, actu-
slly owned by enemies,

2. It pot then sctually owned by enemies, she
was 80 entirely posseseed, controlled, and mun-
nged by epemics for the purpose of their own
commerce, aud so exelusively encaged in that
sommerce ue to have forfeited her neatral char-
scier, and assumed & hostile character, which
subjected ber to condempation as prize o war,

Y. Bhe was proceeding, when captured, with
a cargo certuinly destined for a blockaded port,
on & voyage which had for its purpose s delivery
of that cargo at such port, cither by hersali or
by transshipment st Nassau, to sume other ves-
gel, which conld more safely run the hlockade.

4. That part of the emrgo condemned was
linble to contiscation ae encmy's property, hav-
ing peen, when captured, in actusl enemy own-
er“hi!? possession, and control,

5. That part of the cargo was contraband of
war, shipped for the purpose of reaching a hos-
tile port of destination, and when captured 1t
was proceeéding to that destination io the pos-
session and under the orders and control of
encinies resident thereat (the Cnarleston branch
of the Liverpool firm who uppear ns claimnnis),
Thi= subjected it to confiscation, whether it was
to have been carried to that destination in the
Bermuda, or to have been unlonded or trans-
shigped ot Nassau, These [acts, with their at-
tendant agoravations, also subject the vessel,
which was owned or possessed, controlled and
directed by the same enemies, to condemnation,

6. That part of the cargo was also condempa-
ble becavee it was proceeding, when captured,
with intent to enter a blockaded port.

7. The destruction of a part of the ship's papers
by the master, under the instructions of his em-
ployers, who had actual control and direction, if
they were not the owners of the vessel and cargo,
is, under all the circumstances, a presumption,
first, ol bostile character; second, of destination
to s blockaded port; and third, of destination ot
a contraband o for enemy’s vse, and justities
the deninl of further proof, so that condemnation
on any orall of these ground necessarily follows,

8, The Bermuda was good prize when cap-
tured, because she was tuken on the vovage
next succeeding that in which she had broken
the blockade of the port of Bavanush.

ICEBERGS,.
Thelr Origin and Formation—Lecture by
Dr, Hinyen, the Arotic Explorer.

A very interesting lecture was delivered by
Dr, Hayes, the emiuent Arctic explorer, at
Cooper Institute, New York, on Tuesduy even-
ing, by imvitation of the Assoclision for the
Advancement ol Belence and Art. A large and
apprecistive sudience was present.

Dr. Hayes commenced by referring to the dif-
ference between the ancient and modern ideas of
the Hyperborean reeions, and then said that in
.lulg'. 1500, an expedition set ont from the United
States to complete the cxplorations begun by
Dr, Kane. This expedition comprised one hittle
sehooper of 130 tons burden mnd fourtesn per-
sons, who acknowledged me as their cemmauder.
The expedition reached the Greenland coanst early
in August, and halting to obtain dogs for sledge-
travelling and a stock of furs, entered theice and
reached Smith's SBound in September, where it
wintered in lat. 78 deg. 17 min., at o harbor which
1 uamed Port Foulke., The long dark wiuter com-
mepecing in October, terminated 1n March, when
our explorations commenced, and before the
close ol the season they were pushed with dog

sledees, travelling over the frozen ses, to lat:

tude 82 degrees 46 minutes, within four hondred
and ity wiles of ibhe Norh Pole. The polnt of
our exploration reached, tae most northern
known lund on the leobc Wis opportunely
named Cape Upion, and we brought home some
more evidtence of the existence of the much-
talked-of Polar Sen. Being liberated by the
bresking up of the ice in the month of July
after 1én months' imprisonment, we made still
further attempts to penetrate through the jce-
fields to the northward, but, after nenrly losing
our veesel, we were eompelled Lo give up the
project and return to this country. ”I‘he English
are prepanng to reap the rewards of our explors-
tions, an expedition w Smith's Sound being iu
contemplation,

Alter this statement of the object of the expe-
dition, and the couvrse taken, Dr. Hayes said he
would divide his lectur= into two bhesds—first,
giving & general desoription of the size, form,
and appearance of the icebergs; and secoundly,
his theory of their growth and origin.

It was not, he smid, untll we had reached the
Arctie Ulrele, and tound ourselves in the endless
day, where the sun shone upon us at midnight,
ag well a8 at noon, that we came upon our irst
lceberg, It was a mass of dead whiteness, and
it broke suddenly upon us out of & dead mist,
and wus mistaken by the “lookont” tor land
when he first caught the sound of broakers beat-
log upon it. Its form was that of ap brregular
pyramid, about 300 feet nt the base, and perhaps
half us high. At flyst we could see only the
whife shimmer of its foot, underpeath the
Canopy ol vapor which overspresd ihe sea, and
the Hne of the surf; but at length the mist broke
away, dieclosing the lofty peak of a glittering
spire, around which the white clouds were onri-
ing snd dupcing m the sunlight. There was
sumethine very impressive in the stern indiffer-
ence with which i1t recelved the lashing of
the ses,

Our immediate destination was the Danish
Esquimaux settlements of Upernavik in latitade
72 41, the most northerly outposts of Christinn
ceitlement on the globe. ©On the 2d of August
we had spprosched within one hundred miles of
it, when the wind died out and there was u dead
culm. Our sailors began to think that the
often-talked-of Greenland wns o mythical
locality, but after 4 time we came in sight ot 1ts
shores, As the fog liited and rolled itself up
like & seroll over the sea to the westward, ice-
berg after iveberg burst into view like castles
in & fairy tale, It seemed, indeed. as if we had
been drawn into s lund of enchantment by
some unseen band. Here was the Valhalla of the
sturdy Vikmgs; here the city of the sun-god
Frever; Affhim, with its elfin caves, and Glitoer,
with its wulls of gold and roofs of silver, und
Glmle, wore brilliant than the sun—the home
ol the happy; und there, plercing the clouds,
was Himinberg, the celestin]l mount, where the
bridge of the gods reaches heaven, Church, in
his pieture of the icebergs, has grandly exhi-
bited a soene not unlike that which 1 would
10 vain describe,

Althouph surrounded by tce we had noverthe-
lean almost constantly in view # great vurioty of
asuimal lite, Fiocks of ducks snd geesc swopt
ever us in long, undulating hoes, aud (the grace-
ful sem-gulls, in lmmense swarms, sat perchoed

or on the water, flling the air
chattering, The seals alio were
they kepe continally bobbing
their cunning, slmost human-leoking faces up
and down in the still watern,

Dr, Hayes then gave a thrilling deseription of
the repeated escipe of his small vessel irom the
dangers with which she was surrounded, and
concluded this portion of his lecture by describ-
ing a large ioeberg, (hree-qusrters of & mile long
and three huudreﬁ and fneen feot high, whose
cubical contents might be roughly estimated at
twenty-seven thousand millions of feet, and (s
welght at somethivg like two thousand millions
of tons,

Dr. Hayes then proceeded to stute his theory
of the origin and formation of lcebergs. He
gald the icebergs bave their origin in the glacier,
The glacier I8 & branch of the great Mer de
Glace, or sea of fce, which spparently covers
the whole Interior of Greenland; and the Mer
de Glace fteell In a mass of hardened, or, il the
term 11 sdmissible, frozen snow, in many places
seversl thousands of feet in depth. It will thus
be percelved that the jceberg 18 of fresh water;
and even in its smaller fr cnts may, in conse
queénce, distinguished from the ice which
forms upol the surince of the sea, which is
alwass salt, It has been sometimes supposod
that sen water in the sct of reezing deposits its
salt, but th's impression has been derived from
incorrect observalion.

Dr, Hayes then referred to the varions theo
rics of the formation ol glaciers, and described
the manoner in which they move forward to the
shore, where fragments of them breaking off fall
info the water and are sabmerged to tne extent
of seven-elghths of their bulk., The upward
pressure of the water frequently eplits them into
irngy ente, each of which bncomes an fceberg,
The Doctor concluded his interesting lecture by
# very eloguent general deseription of the Arctic
regions, und of the impression made on those
who first visit them by the extreme solitude und
sllence,

The lecture was listened to with deep atien-
tion, and the leoturer was frequently applauded.
